WASHINGTON, Dec. 4-—‘The 


country still needs its railways and 
can support them,” the Interstate 
Commerce Commission observed 
today in an annual report chiefly 
dllustrated by statistics of declining 
business for carriers last year. 
By July, the number of railroad 
workers was 1,531,711, which was 


213,185 or 12.2 per cent less than 
those so employed the correspond- 
ing month of 1929. 

Operating records of the Class 1 
lines, those which incorporate more 
than 90 per cent of the country’s 
total rail mileage, “showed a re- 
duction of freight train miles, 
freight car miles and gross and net 
ton miles.’’ These are the best 
known forms of registering freight 
business. The entire showing was 
attributed to the “heavy decline in 
gross and net earnings as a result 
of the economic depression which 
began in 1929.’’ 


The Good and Bad Years, 


“If railway finances were suffer- 
ing only from the-fact that a re- 
cession in business is being experi- 
enced as in other industries of 
this country and of the world, it 
might be sufficient to point out 
that in judging of railway income 
one should in fairness consider the 
good and bad years together,” the 
commission continued. 

“But a different and more threat- 
ening financial difficulty confronts 
the railways. This is the effect of}. 
other forms of transportation. With 
a plant developed to carry a great 
volume of passenger business, the 
railways find themselves confront- 
ed with a steady lessening in the 
volume of passenger travel by rail 
and consequently in gross revenues 
from that source. 

“The passenger revenue of 1929 
was over $414,000,000 less than that 
of 1920. It is true that the freight 
revenue was $498,000,000 greater 
in 1929 than in 1920, but the pros- 
pect of a continued expansion in 2 ae takes .

The commission invited the at- 
tention of Congress to the statute 
provided for the recapture by the 
Government of excess earnings 
from railroads, and in gp qualified 
way, proposed its repeal. 

“We are inclined to the opinion 
that these practical objections out- 
weigh the theoretical advantages of 
recapture,” the report said, “and 
that the wiser course to pursue is 
te repeal the recapture provisions 
in their entirety, rather than to at- 
fempt to improve them by amend- 
ment.” 

Mention of Consolidation. 

The commission confined men- 
tion of railroad consolidation to a 
report of the last December an- 
nouncement of its plan for putting 
all rail properties into 21 systems. 
No action has been taken. 

Among recommendations to 
Congress repeated from former 
years was one which would enable 
delegation of considerable parts of 
the commission's work to subordi- 
nates under its control. Methods 
can be arranged, it was suggested, 
by which litigants can be assured 
of full opportunity to reach the 
commission itself in justified 
cases. 

The most important new depar- 
ture in legislation suggested was 
one contemplating inauguration of 
regulation over the freight for- 
warding business. This is the 
combination of small freight ship- 
ments to make up carloads in 
movement at lower than less-than- 
carload rates. There was, the 
commission said, “urgent need for 
legislation to subject freight for- 
warding companies to the regula- 
tory provisions of the act.”

A small truck load of clothing, 
fur coats, jeweiry, firearms and 
other articles stolen in 12 burglaries 
in St. Louis during the last month, 
was recovered in Alton yesterday 
by St. Louis and Alton police in- 
vestigating a pair of stolen auto- 
mobile license plates.

Sergeant Norris discovered 
the Missouri plates had been stolen 
from a man in Boonville and be- 
cause things were quiet yesterday, 
sent Detectives Ising and Abbot to 
Alton to investigate. 

Fiees When Police Arrive. 

With two Alton policemen, Pa- 
trolmen Smith and Mourning, - 
bott and Ising drove to Martifi's 
home, 2828 East Broadway. a 
they stopped a tall. red-haired, 
youth dashed out of the house and 
up a hill.

Definite steps toward civic improvements in the 
downtown district, with a view to the stabilization of 
business and property values, were taken at a meet- 
ing Tuesday night called by the Associated Retail- 
ers.

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A DEBATABLE PROGRAM. 

An interesting analysis of the State Survey Com- 
mission’s proposal to raise $159,000,000 additional rev- 
enue in 12 years’ time was made yesterday in the 
Post-Dispatch. It shows that some 90 per cent of the 
entire added sum would be borne by the taxpayers of 
St. Louis, St. Louis County, Jackson County (Kansas 
City) and Buchanan County (St. Joseph). The re- 
mainder of the State would contribute approximately 
10 per cent. 

The commission recommended a 150 per cent in- 
crease in the corporation franchise taxes, estimated 
to yield $15,300,000 in additional revenue. It would 
divert the county foreign insurance tax to the State 
Treasury to yield added revenue of $15,500,000. But 
the major part of the fund would come from in- 
creases in State income taxes. These increases are 
rather startlingly proportioned since the burden 
would fall most heavily on the lower brackets. A 
man who earns $10,000 a year, under the plan, would 
pay more than twice as much to the State in income 
taxes as he does to the Federal Government, while a 
man who earns $100,000 a year would pay less than 
a third as much to the State as he does to the Federal 
Government. ; 

Considerable whoopee for the commission’s plan is 
being made in the rural districts in advance of the 
Legislature’s session. Quite naturally so, for the rural 
districts, in addition to being the‘principal benefi- 
ciaries of a gigantic improvement plan for which they 
are taxed only 10 per cent of the cost, are being prom- 
ised a reduction in school taxes from 65 cents on the 
$100 valuation to 20 cents. 

The State is in dire need of improvement funds 
and the cities, as the source of the State’s principal 
wealth, must contribute handsomely to any improve- 
ment program. But the commission’s plan, an omni- 
bus affair which was thrown together hurriedly, of- 
fers some highly debatable points.

That there is no such certainty about Mr.

One reason, of course, is Tammany. It 
is surprising that Tammany should be con- 
sidered a greater handicap to Roosevelt, 
who always has been an anti-Tammany 
man, than to Smith, who from boyhood be- 
longed to the organization and was its réal 
Yet that is the fact. 

Smith's real handicap was his religion, 
not Tammany. Under him there had come 
into existence the “New Tammany,” which 
he dominated. Smith’s Tammany accepted 
the Smith idea that support of the inde- 
pendent voters was essential and the way 
to get that support was to be decent. It 
recognized the old game could not be played 
under Smith. Under Smith leadership, the 
prejudice in the country as a whole against 
Tammany was abated considerably. 

But Tammany has reverted, Once out 
from under Smith control, it slid rapidly and 
joyfully down hill to the bottom. Today 
Tammany plays the game in the old Tam- 
many way for profit and place, as odorifer- 
ously demonstrated in the recent graft ex- 
posures. The chief factor in this Tammany 
reversion is its present leader, John F. 
Curry. It is agreed generally that Curry 
is the smallest leader the hall ever had. 
He is one of the group of Tammany men, 
called before the grand jury, who refused 
to waive immunity. Under him Tammany 
operates as it used to operate, Under him 
it has become as sordid as ever it was. 

It was this Tammany and this leader 
back of Gov. Roosevelt in the last cam- 
paign. On them he will have to depend 
for a united delegation from New York to 
present his name to the next national con- 
vention, ‘

There is no intimation here that Mr. 
Roosevelt is subservient to Tammany, has 
become a Tammany Governor, likes Tam- 
many any better than he did. He is a man 
of the highest character and ideals. None 
the less, he is tied up politically te a Tam- 
many that, great though his récent victory 
was, clearly is a handicap to his future. 

It is contended his personal triumph was 
sO great as to remove this handicap, but 
that idea is not accepted generally. For 
one thing, analysis shows that, while his 
majority was far larger than Smith’s or 
any gubernatorial candidate, actually he did 
not receive nearly as many votes as Smith 
did the last time he ran. 

The difference in majority was due large- 

Republicans outside of the 


date in 1932, first because he carried 
New York and second because he did it by 
a landslide. In political calculations these 
two factors are such as to outrank all others. 
Secondary considerations are that he is 
stronger in the South, especially Georgia, 
than any other candidate, and that there is 
nothing about him which engenders fear of 
a bolt. The dry South is reconciled to the 
nomination of a wet, so far as the party or- 
ganizations are concerned, and in the South 
that is what matters when nominations are 
being calculated upon. 

There is a general disposition to classify 
a New York State Democrat as a Tammany 
man, because Tammany is the voting strong- 
hold of the party in this State. Memories 
are short, and the reason for this classifi- 


“cation is historically very recent. The up- 


state organization used to be very power- 
ful, so much go that it often defeated and 
even crushed Tammany, or New York City. 
in Democratic conventions. For about 30 
years it has been under New York City's 
thumb, and few are the memories who go 
back a longer period than that. But what 
has been once can be again.

In the particular case of Gov. Roosevelt, 
New York has elected a Governor who owes 
nothing whatever to New York City, or 
its allas. Tammany. ‘‘Up-state” has been sup- 
posedly rock-ribbed, and in calculating it 
has been the custom to figure on how large 
a majority the Republican candidate will 
“bring down to the Bronx” and how many 
votes can be cast below that river to over- 
come his unquestioned lead. But this year 
it was the Democrat who came down to 
the Bronx; Roosevelt carried nearly all the 
up-state by majorities which would have 
elected him even if Tammany had lain down 
on the job. He has no debt to Tammany, 
though it is only the part of decency for 
him to recognize that a majority of the vot- 
ers live below the Bronx and to take that 
into consideration in discharging his duties. 

Now, in, view of this short-memoried hu- 
man characteristic, it ought to be recalled 
how Tammany domination arose and how 
easily it can be upset. Until the rise of 
Richard Croker, the up-state and down-state 
organizations were both healthy and pretty 
evenly balanced.

AN INTRODUCTION TO EDWIN 
ARLINGTON ROBINSON. By 
Charles Cestre. (The Macmillan 
Co., New York City. §$1.757) 


The grea success of EdWin Arl- 
ington Robinson’s “Tristram’”’ three 
years ago was a veritable triumph 
of “poetic justice’ and must have 
been greatly heartening to lovers 
of the art of poetry in its major 
aspects. For 30 years, beginning 
with his “Children of the Night.” 
Robinson had been forging steadily 
ahead with volume after volume, 
unknown to the larger reading 
public, but steadily broadening and 
deepening a solid foundation for 
future fame in the appreciation of 
a chosen few. Whether or not the 
high character and exquisite qua!- 
ity of his “Tristram” fully explain 
its immediate acceptance, almost 
as a popular novel is accepted, by 
the crowd, does not greatly matter 
to this poet’s older admirers. What 
matters to them is that by some 
means a selling noise was raised 
sufficiently loud to acquaint the 
general reading public with the fact 
that a great body of major poetry 
had been accumulating silently 
right under its collective nose ani 
that at last one had to read it if 
only in self-defense, 

Nevertheless, Robinson does not 
make easy reading on the whole, 
his chief strength growing, as it 
does, out of the subtlety of his in- 
sights. Many must have felt the 
— for just such a work as tht 

re listed— “An Introduction to 
Edwin Arlington Robinson.” The 
author, Charles Cestre, is professor 
of American Literature and Civili- 
zation at the University of Paris. 
Though he has written in a justi- 
fied spirit of enthusiastic appreci- 
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ation, he has indulged in no cheap 
“puffing,” and his well-rounded ap- 
praisal of the poet’s genius is such 
as one might fancy posterity may 
indorse. 


THE BOOK OF MY LIFE. By 
Jerome Cardan. (E. P. Dutton

Jerome Cardan was a celebrated 

physician of Milan during the 

sixteenth century.

SOLD FOR $72.39 


Top Price at Auction of St. 
Louisan’s Books $2300 
for ‘‘Fanshawe.”’

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—A _ first 
edition of Nathaniel Hawthorne’s 
rare first book, “Fanshawe,” which 
was published anonymously and al- 
most -immediately suppressed by 
the author was bought yesterday by 
R. B. Ruder, a dealer, for $2300, 
the highest price paid in the:two- 
day sale auction of the library of 
Frederick W. Lehmann of St. 
Louis, former Solicitor-General of 
the United States. 

A total of $72,397 was received 
for Lehmann’s library, which con- 
sisted of 1050 rare books, manu- 
scripts and prints, including one 
of the finest Dickens collections 
ever placed on public sale. 

Interest in the second day cen- 
tered upon Hawthorne, Longfel- 
low, Lowell and Whitman. An au- 
togravhed presentation copy of 
James R. Lowell's “Ode Recited at 
the Commemoration of the Living 
and Dead Soldiers of Harvard Uni- 
versity, July 21, 1865,” was bought 
Chicago, for 
$1700. This copy, one of 50 print- 
ed, bears the author's autograph to 
Thomas Hughes, author of “Tom 
Brown’s School Days.” The origi- 
nal autograph notes by Nathaniel 
Hawtborne, outlining the charac- 
ters and the development of the 
plot of the “Dolliver Romance,” 
went to the same dealer for $1175. 
The draft of this unusual manu- 
script is written on the blank 
spaces of letters written to Haw- 
thorne, and the text appears to be 
addressed to a reader, possibly the 
publisher. 

E. Wyhe, a New York dealer, 
purchased lithographs of Whistler 
for $900. A letter-press edition of 
Washington Irving’s “Life of 
George Washington,” containing a 
page of the original manuscript by 
Irving, was sold to Charles Retz, 
agent of the American Art Asso- 
ciation-Anderson Galleries, for 
$800. Thid copy is extra-illustrat- 
ed by the insertion of an _ auto- 
graph document by George Wash- 
ington. 

Hill paid $750 for a first edition 
of Longfellow’s “Evangeline, a Tale 
of Acadia,” a record price. A first 
edition of Walt Whitman's “Leaves 
of Grass’’ sold for only $790. Sev- 
eral slight imperfections, and the 
fact that ends of newspapers had 
been pasted down on the marbled 
paper on the front and back cover 
may have affected the price. 

One of the most interesting 
items was a Horn Book, in a per- 
fect state of preservation.

Fayette Attorney Tells Munic-

Is Impossible Under Grants. 


Advice not to grant franchises 
to public utilities, particularly for 
natural gas service, was given to 
city officials attending the third 
annual convention of the League 
of Missouri Municipalities at the 
City ‘Hall of University City yes- 
terday by Daniel C. Rogers, City 
Attorney of Fayette, Mo. 

The convention, which ,opened 
Tuesday afternoon and ended yes- 
terday, was presided over by the 
League’s president, Eugene D. Ruth 
Jr., Mayor of University City. 

Rogers said that a number of 
Missouri cities, influenced by the 
laying of natural gas pipe lines 
across the state and promises of 
early service, have granted natural 
gas franchises in the form written 
by the applicants and shortly will 
regret that they acted so hastily. 
Warns Loss of Control.

Rogers discussed the value of 
rate schedules written into fran- 
chises.

Kansas City recently 
learned that its franchise agree- 
ment as to street car rates was a 
joke. 

“Utility Is Never Fooled.” 

“But you can be sure the utility 
is never fooled. It knows when 
it enters into a rate contract with 
a city that it means nothing. It 
knows it can go immediately to 
the Public Service Commission if 
it wishes and have the franchise 
schedule set aside and its rates in- 
creased if it can present a plausi- 
ble case for higher rates, 

“Any wisely governed city will 
rot renew expiring franchises un- 
der any conditions. When a fran- 
chise expires the power to deal 
with the utility as to rates and 
service comes back home. You re- 
cover home rule. Technically, the 
State Commission still has control 
but practically the local munici- 
pality is in control because of its 
_ power to oust the utility if it re- 
fuses to abide by the city’s térms. 

“When a franchise is granted, 
city officials strip themselves of 
rower; local self government ts 
weakened and impoverished.” 

Suggests Municipal Ownership. 

Rogers suggested that serious 
consideration be given to the pos- 
sibilities of municipal ownership of 
all utilities whenever the question 
of granting or renewing franchises 
comes up. He told of the success 
—™ | Of several cities in Kansas in own- 
-|ing and operating their natural gas 
distribution systems. 

Following Rogers on the program 
was H. M. Patton, president of the 
Missouri Association of Public Util- 
ities, an organization of privately 
owned utilities. His subject was 
“Utilities and Municipalities.” He 
did not reply to the arguments of 
Rogers, but told of the rapid 
growth of public utilities in recent 
years and of the magnitude of their 
construction programs in Missouri.

Through underground 
pipes, the burning oil was carried 
to a 60,000-galion petroleum tank, 
eight more crude oil ptacles 
and eight turpentine tanks. The 
remaining tanks exploded as they 
caught fire. The liberated oll 
flowed into’ the river through 
sewers and over the surface of the 
ground. . 

The blaze narrowly missed ignit- 
ing a three-story brick warehouse 
filled with 5000 cases of naphtha 
and 600 drums of pale oil. The 
fireboat New Yorker and the oil 
tanker Vermont caught fire but 
were saved. Forty companies, 
comprising about 300 men, and 
four fireboats trained streams of 
water and chemicals on the biaze. 
Flaming oil was forced from man- 
hale to manhole in a sewer which 
runs through the plant into the 


‘i river. 


In spite of the intense heat and 
the falling masses of molten metal, 
no firemen were hurt. Ross Karn- 
bocke, night engineer at the ware- 
house, was knocked down by the 
force of one of the blasts but was 
not hurt. 

Thousands of persons surround- 
ed the plant and perched on near- 
by buildings to watch the fire.

American cotton to that grown 
elsewhefe in the last two years 
Hyde says price differences during 
the period have ‘“‘been less favor- 
able to American cotton, and qual- 
ity differences between American 
and foreign growths have been less 
marked. * * # 

“It is evident that an adjustment 
between the quality of cotton pro- 
duced and the consumers’ prefer- 
ences is very important if Ameri- 
can cotton producers are to main- 
tain their supremacy in the world’s 
cotton markets.” 

Twenty-four per cent of all the 
cotton ginned in the United 
States during 1929-1930 was wun- 
tenderable on futures contracts. In 
1928-29 the corresponding propor- 
tion was 18 per cent. 

An increase in farm taxes to 
about $1.50 per $100 of the full 
value of agricultural real estate, as 
compared with $1.46 in 1929, is 
reported. Against this Hyde sets 
a continued downward trend in 
farm land values, taking the coun- 
try as a whole. The drop is about 
1 per cent of the land’s pre-war 
value. 

Farm credit conditions are re- 
ported unfavorable, due to lowered 
commodity prices interfering with 
the liquidation of leans and reduc- 
ing the supply of new credit at 
country banks. 

Tariff and the Farmer. 

Turning to the tariff, the Sec- 
retary says the Smoot-Hawley law 
had added $48 a year to the cost 
per farm of the commodities the 
farmer buys and $150 to his in- 
come, leaving a net balance of 
$102 per farm in favor of the 
farmer. 

Citing an unprecedented activity 
in the wheat futures market, Hyde 
says this is associated with falling 
Prices instead of rising quotations, 
with the large speculators as a 
group operating on the short side.

The decline was accelerated a lit- 
tie in the last hour, and for a time 


it seemed that the torpid market 
might wake up in ae substantial 
tumble, but short covering checked 
the decline in the last few minutes, 
and there were narrow recoveries, 
mostly fractional, from the day's 
lowest. «Sales came to only about 
1,600,000 shares, but that was about 
400,000 more than yesterday. 

Allied Chemical dropped 5% 
points, then rallied to close off 3. 
Atchison, American Water Works, 
American Telephone and Case 
showed similar net losses. New 
York Central sold off 2% to 126, 
a new low since 1926, then recov- 
ered a point. Consolidated Gas, 
Eastman, North American and 
Sears Roebuck lost 2 or more, U. 
S. Steel, American Can, Bethlehem 
and Westinghouse closed with 
losses of about 1% points. 

Commodities, on the other hand, 
were firm. An advance in cotton, 
however, was checked during the 
afternoon, and futures closed only 
about steady, 25 to 35 cents a bale 
higher, after reaching higher lev- 
els. Wheat closed % to % ofa 
cent higher at Chicago, near the 
day’s best. Corn futures were up 
minor fractions. 

Exchanges Improve. 

Foreign exchanges generally im- 
proved. Sterling, French francs 
and German marks were all a 
shade higher. The Spanish peseta, 
however, had another break, and 
Far Easterns, excepting Japan, 
eased further. 

Failure 
any bullish response to the an- 
nouncement of higher prices for 
plates, shapes and bars ‘by leading 
steel producers, in view of the con- 
structive interpretaiion placed upon 
it by some observers, evidently en- 
couraged a little bear selling, but 
the scant volume of trading made 
bears cautious. 

Retail Sales Reports. 

With several retail sales reports 
for November now available, it ap- 
pears that the dollar volume for 
most organizations was relatively 
the poorest of the year, although 
this comparison is probably dis- 
torted by the decline in_ retail 
prices, which has been extensive; if 
not yet as great as the average 
drop in wholesale quotations. Fur- 
thermore, there were only 24 busi- 
ness days in November of this’year, 
against 25 in the same month a 
year ago. December has an extra 
day, which #hould help it by com- 
parison with a year ago. 

Woolworth reported November 
sales 7.9 per cent off from last 
year, against an aggregate decline 
for the first 11 months of only 4.9. 
Kresge’s November sales were off 
10.8 per cent, against 4.3 for the 
entire 11 months. 

The monthly report of automo- 
bile production showed a decline 
of about 5% per cent from Octo- 
ber, although a little better show- 
ing had been expected, in view of 
the stepping un of pro®uction by 
one of the large low-priced car 
makers. 

Extra Burlington Dividend. 

As had beén expected, Burling- 
ton directors declared an extra 
dividend of $5, which will help 
Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
cific, which share ownership. of 
most of Burlington’s stock. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission's 
report suggesting ending of the re- 
capture of excess railway earnings 
was regarded in rail circles ag en- 
couraging.

WAY BOYS 0 WRONG 


The Rev. Ralph Gallagher and 
Robert W. Kelso Urge 
Better Environment. 


Delinquent boys were the sub- 


ject of discussion at the final meet- 


ing yesterday of the International 
Boys’ Work Council at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, which was attended by rep- 
resentatives of boy welfare organ- 
izations in the United States and 
Canada. 

The Rev. Ralph Gallagher of St. 
Louis University reduced the prob- 
lem to an economic basis and urged 
that preventive work is cheaper 
than reform. “It costs about $400 
a year to keep a boy in a reforma; 
tory,” he said, “It costs about $30 
a year to keep him out, by provid- 
ing proper recreational facilities 
and the right sort of boy activities, 
Why do we continue to spend so 
much for gathering up the wreck- 
age, and so little for prevention?” 

Robert W. Kelso, director of the 
Community Fund, said problems of 
penology would concern only “ab- 
normal cases” if we could sweeten 
the environment of boys who gréw 
yp in the wrong circumstances.” 

“Play is the business of boy- 
hood,” he said, “and parks and 
playgrounds are as necessary to a 
city as systems of transportation 
and sewers. There are stick-up men 
operating in St. Louis every night 
who would have been good, effi- 
cient citizens if they had had‘ just 
an even break at the start.’’ 

Harry M. Schulman of the New 
York State Crime Commission, said 
that boy welfare agencies in deal- 
ing with under-privileged children, 
must recognize that the home.in 
such cases is no longer the center 
of a boy’s activities. ‘‘That is true 
whether we like it or not, and no 
amount of sooth-saying can alter 
the fact,” Schulman said. Other 
speakers during the meeting had 
cautioned boy workers not to tres- 
pass on home influences. 

Schulman said that 50 per cent 
of the boys who appear in Juvenile 
courts in New York come from 
homes broken by death or separa- 
tion of parents. Probably an ad- 
ditional 25 per cent, he said, come 
from homes where the parents, 
while living together, are in fact 
separated by marital discord re- 
sulting from oppressive poverty.

JURORS ORDERED TO STAY IN 
JURY ROOM DURING RECESS 


New Policy in Civil Courts Follows 
Complaints Against Mingling 
With Litigants. 

Jurors in the Civil Courts Build- 
ing, when actually engaged in the 
trial of a case, are now required 
by order of court to assemble in 
the jury rooms during recesses. 

The order which has just become 
effective was made by the Circuit 
Judges, who had received com- 
plaint at various times that some 
jurors, at recess, were seen ming- 
ling and talking with counsel, prin- 
cipals and witnesses in cases in 
which they were sitting. 

It was explained under the pres- 
ent arrangement the opportunity 
of any one attempting to tamper 
with a juror is diminished and fur- 
ther there is less danger of mis- 
trials growing out of juror getting 
on friendly terms with litigants or 
counsel. 

One Judge said that recently he 
was forced to grant a new trial in 
a damage suit due to the fact a 
juror was seen conversing with one 
of the parties interested.

War Is On in Earnest. 

The five leagues affected offered 
to reopen the question with a view 
to possible®settlement provided the 
majors rescinded this action within 
15 days, but replies from Presidents 
Heydler and Barnard of the Na- 
tional and American Leagues indi- 
cated there was no chance of the 
majors doing this and the war was 
on in earnest. 

Anticipating that there will be 
no move toward an amicable set- 
tlement at the joint major league 
meeting in New York next week, 
the nondraft minors planned to 
confer on ways and means of car- 
rying on without the aid of the 
majors. The most pressing prob- 
lem was the always troublesome 
question of where first-grade play- 
ers are to be obtained in sufficient 
quantities. It was generally re- 
garded that the minors would make 
no further move toward peace, at 
least at this time. 

Another of baseball’s sore spots 
crept out at the first session of the 
twenty-ninth annual convention of 
the National Association of Profes- 
sional Baseball Leagues. Branch 
Rickey, vice president and business 
manager o fthe St. Louis Cardinals, 
largest operators of ‘‘chain-store” 
clubs in the country, told the con- 
vention the ‘majors were ready to 
come to the aid of those minor 
leagues who may be running into 
financial difficulties, but that no 
further moves in that direction 
could be made unless some further 
“protection” was given the majors. 

Rule Unfair to Player. 

Rickey, whose club has run into 
trouble at the office of Commis- 
sioner K, M, Landis in some of its 
complicated minor league deals, ex- 
plained that he thought minor 
league clubs operated by a major 
league club should be regarded in 
exactly the same light as clubs 
owned independently. The point 
seems to be that Rickey considered 
it unfair that a player sent to one 
of the Cardinal farms and then 
sent to another should still be re- 
garded as under option to the Car- 
dinals. Under the rules, major 
league clubs cannot keep a player 
under option in the minors for 
more than two years. 

A resolution was offered sug- 
resting that “the commissioner 
and the National Beard pf Arbitra- 
tion should interpret the rules and 
regulations without discrimination 
pertaining to ownership of clubs,” 
but it subsequently was withdrawn 
and the entire subject dropped. 
Rickey possibly may attempt to 
get the majors lined up behind his 
proposal at their meeting next 
week, 

Largely because of the draft dis- 
pute, trading has been very light 
so far. A score of deals have been 
completed, but none of outstunding 
importance. Few, if any, were ex- 
pected since the. majors cannot do 
business with the AA _ circuits, 
strongest organizations in the min- 
ors.

MINORS ARE‘OUT’ 
TALK USELESS, 
SAYS HEYDLER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—To clarify 
the position of the major leagues 
in their controversy with the mi- 
nors over the draft, President John 
Heydler of the National League 
issued a statement today declar- 
ing “we simply refuse to have an- 
other conference with minors on 
the draft.”’ 

“We have had too many now and 
they have led to nothing,” the 
Statement continued. ‘“‘When the 
minors come to us with a concrete 
proposition we will consider it and 
not before. They must first agree 
among themselves as to what they 
will do. Naturally, our ultimatum 
will stand until that time. 

“The reply of the majors to the 
minors as given out at Montreal 
by the latter yesterday is mislead- 
ing, to say the least.” 

“To set the matter straight,” he 
made public the telegram sent yes- 
terday to Walter Hapgood, chair- 
man of the minor leggues’ commit- 
tee, as follows: 

“Guided solely by past experi- 
ences, I doubt anything can be ac- 
complished by further conferences. 
If the Class Double A leagues can 
agree among themselves on some 
definite proposition, I am confident 
the same will receive full consid- 
eration by the major leagues. In 
the meantime no action is possible 
looking to either rescind4ng or sus- 
pending the major leagues’ regolu- 
tion of July 9, which is now in ef- 
fect.” 

This resolution calls for suspen- 
sion of all business relations with 
the leagues not accepting the 
draft. 

A similar telegram sent by Pres- 
ident Ernest S. Barnard of the 
American League, contained the 
following statement, Heydler said: 
“The Double A leagues, in reach- 
ing agreement, should keep in 
mind that no plan will be accepted 
by the majors that cannot be car- 
ried out all down through the low- 
er classifications and also carry 
the approval of the whole associa- 
tion of minor leagues.”

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BETTER DAYS AEA, 
IHN W. MOODY SAYS 


Head of Investors’ Service 
Finds Signs Clouds of De- 
pression Are Breaking. 


“The greater weight of the de- 
pression is back of us,” John W. 
Moody, president of Moody’s In- 
vestors’ Service and publisher of 
Moody’s Manual, told members of 
the Chamber of Commerce today at 
a luncheon at Hotel Jefferson. 

“To sum the situation up,’’ he 
said, “I think the time has arrived 
when We can look for brighter 
business days ahead. The business 
storm may not be over yet, but 
there are signs that the clouds are 
beginning to break and that cer- 
tainly within a year from now the 
major depression which began dur- 
ing the latte half of 1929, will 
have quite definitely been out- 
lived.” . 

Explaining the reason for his 
opinion, Moody said that unhealthy 
and inflated financial and business 
Situations are being liquidated, the 
rapid decline in the security mar- 
kets, which began m September 
and let up about two weeks ago, 
being the major portion of the 
cleaning up process which should 
have taken place months ago. 


Traces Depression’s Course, 


“During the first year of the de- 
pression,’’ he added, “the tendency 
was to feel that the reaction would 
be short-lived and that any un- 
sound conditions might possibly be 
gradually righted over a period of 
months. Few became alarmed over 
the probabilities for 1930 as a 
Whole and looked forward to a pe- 
riod of stabilization in the fall, 
even serious financial situations be- 
ing carried quietly along and no 
wholesale evidence of distress Nqui- 
dation appearing. 

“It was not until we reached the 
autumn months and the widely ad- 
vertised predictions of n_ revival 
were found to be not well found- 
ed, that excessive liquidation in the 
commodity and security fields got 
well under way. 

“There are many reasons for 
justifying us in feeling quite posi- 
tive that the depression is some- 
thing more than half over, and 
even for the belfef or hope that we 
are even further along than this. 

A Gradual Upturn, 

“This is not to imply that all 
liquidation has been completed: 
that all disturbing factors in the 
general situation have been _re- 
moved, Nor does it imply’ that 
general business and the security 
markets are shortly going to turn 
ebout and start on the high road to 
great prosperity again. 

“Rather, it is indicated that we 
are well along in the latter half of 
the depression hoth as to time and 
intensity. It may easily be said 
thet, several months hence, surface 
indications will have changed but 
little, as compared with what they 
are today. But, on the other hand, 
it is more likely that basic condi- 
tions will then be far sounder than 
they have recently been.”

NORRIS DEMANDS INQUIRY 
INTO RISE IN STEEL PRICES 


Nebraska Tells Senate Advance of 
$1-a-Ton Looks Like Violation 


of Anti-Trust Laws. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Inves- 
tigation by the Department of Jus- 
tice of an increase of more than 
$1 a ton in the price of steel an- 
nounced yesterday by steel com- 
panies was demanded in the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Norris 
(Rep.), Nebraska. 

Norris said he believed the price 
increase involved a violation of the 
anti-trust laws. He called atten- 
tion to the vast amount of steel to 
be used in the public buildings pro- 
gram being speeded to provide em- 
ployment. 

“In the face of this patriotic 
movement, we are faced with the 
announcement that the great steel 
companies, including the United 
States Steel Corporation, have 
agreed upon announcing an in- 
crease that amounts to more than 
$1 a ton,” he said. 

“It looks to me like a violation 
of the anti-trust laws. I hope the 
Department of Justice will take 
notice of it.” 

Norris’ speech started the first 
unemployment debate in the Sen- 
ate this session. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, read newspaper dis- 
patches to the effect that Youngs- 
town and Chicago steel prices were 
expected to “follow suit” and de- 
clared ‘“‘this seems to me to make 
out a strong suspicious case of 
conspiracy.” 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, pro- 
posed an inquiry by the Judiciary 
Committee into the necessity for 
modifying the anti-trust law.

The Duce’s plan, aniiounced several years ago, was received with 
ridicule and shoulder-shrugging abroad, especially in the Rue de la 
Paix, and because no immediate results were forthcoming the Dic- 


tator’s plan was promptly put down as having failed.

whose word commands millions of men was reported to have been 
forced to beat a retreat in the face of women. 


The truth of the matter is that 
Mussolini never went back on his 
resolution to equip Italy with a 
couturier business of its own. He 
found support for his idea among 
leading industrialists in Italy, who 
realized that in former days’ the 
hegemony of the Rue de la Paix in 
the domain of fashion assured an 
immense flow of money to the 
French capital. It was decided that 
as far as Italy is concerned its 
share of the world’s annual fashion 
tribute to France could be better 
used at home and might, in course 
of time, support a prosperous home 
industry in the country. 

An intensive campaign of propa- 
ganda was first launched, while in- 
dustrialists and banks were getting 
ready behind the scenes to come 
out with a perfectly equipped 
clothing industry when the people’s 
tastes should have been weaned 
from the models and types favored 
in France and other countries.

an’s type was ill-suited to the pre- 
vailing European mode and that 
however chic and dignified Paris 
models might look on _ French, 
American, English or German 
women, the Italian woman, as a 
rule, suffered in appearance if she 
put on the same type of clothes 
that her sisters in other countries 
affected. The Italian feminine 
type, the propagandists maintained, 
was worthy of a specially conceived 
fashion for herself. Without dis- 
claiming the merit of the Rue de 
la Paix for French women, the 
Italians slowly built up a vision of 
a particularly Italian fashion.

Its main object was to 
divest the prevailing world mode 
of all modern frivolities and to 
imbue Italian women with a desire 
to dress as their distant ancestors 
had done, that is, in a fashion of 
almost royal dignity.

OLOR artists, dye experts and

The eminently practical Swedes, 
I discovered this summer, have 
their own way of solving the serv- 
ant problem. They achieve their 
results not by offering short hours 
and exeellent salaries but by trad- 
ing on the little foibles of human 
vanity. 

For instance, there is the 
Foundation for the Encouragement 
of Faithful Servants. This pays a 
monthly bonus to.all good domes- 
tic helpers who have served one 
employer satisfactorily for five 
years. Although the amount is 
quite small, its first appearance is 
accompanied by a beautiful cer- 
tificate. 

Those who serve one employer 
10 years get a larger bonus and a 
medal. These awards are repeated 
until the servitor, borne down by 
decorations, sinks at last into a 
restful grave. 

In fact, even the Government it- 
self sometimes takes cognizance of 
especially long service and grants 
gold medals to deserving helpers. 
I saw an old doorman who had 
worked 28 years for one of Stock- 
holm’s leading tourist bureaus. He 
was as highly ornamented as a 
Major-General and the clink of his 
prizes when he walked was one of 
the impressive sounds of the town. 

The canny Swedes realize that 
desire to win such decorations will 
make servants willing to endure 
various inconveniences. For in- 
stance, most of them work unusu- 
ally long hours. 

In Sweden nobody is supposed to 
go home from a party or evening 
call until the tea-tray is brought 
on. This consists of the tea, rye 
bread, cheese and other relishes 
which the vikings seem to require 
two hours after a five-course meal. 
As dinner is always late, the tea- 
tray generally doesn’t appear un- 
til half past 10 or 11. Anybody 
with a talent for mathematics: can 
estimate the time that the help 
must stay on duty. ; 


On the other hand, servants are 
treated like people rather than 
like pink-tinted automatons, Their 
birthdays, name-days and wedding 
anniversaries are always remem- 
bered and celebrated by the family. 

A lady of good social position in 
Stockholm told me that when she 
is lonely in the evening she takes 
her servants to the cinema with 
her. This, I understand, is a fair- 
ly common custom in the Swedish 
metropolis, although the very idea 
of it would cause the average 
American employer to turn as pale 
as a boarding house custard. 

Of course,I am not suggesting 
that a system of medals be worked 
out for the local domestic assist- 
ants. American servants are ‘gen- 
erally too ambitious, for one thing, 
to look forward to spending all 
their lives in the same type of 
work. Besides, having modern 
ideas about clothes and recreation, 
they would not be willing to. ac- 
cept such honors in place of de- 
cent hours and good salaries. 

However, the success of the 
Swedish idea might at least sug- 
gest that appreciation can work 
miracles, and that a better and 
more dignified social status for do- 
mestic help might do much to 
keep competent goddesses in

Dust is frequently a vehicle for 
germs. In the days of the long 
skirts, the trailing tail was a most 
effective collector of dust and 
germs.

Fortunately, most 
disease germs do not survive long 
when exposed to fresh air and sun- 
light.

Germs stand a better chance 
of surviving there than elsewhere-—— 
that is why whatever dust collects 
there is best gathered up by a 
vacuum cleaner, or moistened mop 
and dusting cloth. Sweeping only 
distributes it. 

The hazard of dust is particulare 
ly significant where there are 
young children in the house, for 
they are prone to creep about and 
play on the floor, and their tend- 
ency to put things that do not be- 
long there into their mouths is no- 
torious. 

For this reason, too, it is prefer- 
able that the children’s rooms 
should be sunlit and airy, and that 
they should not have heavy rugs or 
heavy hangings. Rugs and draper- 
les are exceedingly liable to collect 
dust. 

Where, for certain reasons, it is 
essential that the floors be covered, 
it is desirable that the rugs be kept 
scrupulously clean and that they 
should be periodically exposed to 
sunlight and fresh air—two valu- 
able and effective sterilizing agents,
